In Memory of James H, Clifton. 

To write of the dead is a saored 
task for there ia no response from 
the grave. On all occasions we 
speak of our departed with tender 
respect, and know what eaoh one 
was to those around them only 
when the barque of immortality 
haa passed forever from the shores 
of Time. Therefore we write rev- 
erently of the eubjsot of t h i a 
sketch. 

James H. Clifton was born April 
4, 1H35, at Clarksville, Tenn Be 
oame to Kentucky in 1809, On 
May 20, 1861, by R*v Riley Eade. 
he wa* married to Mia* Margaret 
McLarney. His wife and 7 chil- 
dren survive him, I obildren hav 
ing paaaon on before his death, 
which occurred at Dyoosburg 
March 28, 1904. 

Mr. Clifton was mor* than an 
ordinary man. Hi* intellectual 
endowment* and his aggressive na- 
ture developed into a suooesaf u 1 
life and gave him an elevation pe- 
onliarly his own. 

He wae for decades a leading 
citizen of our town (Dyousburg), 
and of Crittenden oounty. In what 
ever age or place destiny may have 
oaat his life, he would have taken 
a rank worthy to be coveted, for 
so nature moulded him. Eaaenti- 
ally he waa what an Amerioan sit- 
izen may become by individual 
merit, even though inheritance be- 
queaths to him nsither shekels of 
gold nor landed estates. That 
whioh makes lifs most enjoyable 
he attained. He was successful in 
busineas and waa honored by bis 
family and frianda. He learned 
readily from experience and obs*r- 
vation, and communicated to tbe 
advantage of those in whom I * 
was interested, thus his oouns I 
was sought and valued, and bis it 
flu* nee became patriarchal. 

He advocated th* observance of 
onr oivil laws. Truthfully weoai 
state that we honored him as a cit 
izen, we esteemed his obaraoter, 
cherished his friendship, and we 
revere hi* memory. His death is 
trnly a family and a local bereave- 
ment, but it is more, H* was a 
Maaon in high standing and his 
losa to Dyooaburg lodge ia seri- 
ously felt. As aga and atfliotion 
made inroads on his robust con- 
stitution his affections still olnng 
te hia aurroundinga. friends and 
family; but when the grim des- 
troyer oaat hia shadow over him 
be recognized the fiat of the su- 
preme Law-Giver and hia words 
war* like these: "I would love to 
live to be with my wife and obil- 
dren, but if God so wills I am rea- 
dy to die." 

After hia long life here it re- 
maina for him in another world to 
workout a higher destiny. His 
death is his gain. At present it 
ia hia loved onee losa. Aptly they 
oan aay: — 

"One family we dwell in Him, 
One ohuroh above, beneath, 
Though now divided by the stream 
The narrow stream of death. 
One army of the living God, 
To His command we bow 
Part of His host has crossed t h e 
flood 

And part are crossing now."

LOOK S LIKE JA MES. 

Ho May be a Delegate at Large 
From Kentucky. 



It is generally believed that the 
Gibraltar of Kentucky Democracy, 
the First ooagreseional district, 
will be allowed to name one of the 
four delegates at large from this 
state to the national Democratic 
convention at St Louis. It is £bu- 
erally oonoeded that Senators Mo 
Creary and Blackburn will be two 
of the delegates, and Gov Beck- 
ham is often mentioned for the 
third place. Sentiment appears to 
be in favor of conferring the fourth 
place on a man from one of the 
thirteen counties* composing this 
congressional district. Thus far 
three names k»T» been mentioned 
frequently ia connection with the 
plaoe — Congressman OHie James, 
of Marioa; ex-Congressman Clias. 
K. Wheeler, of Paducah; and Cir 
ouit Judge W. M. Keed, hlso o f 
that city. 

Mr. Wheeler has repeatedly sta 
ted that he was in no sense a can 
didate for delegate at large or any 
other olace, bat his friends, note 
bly State Chairman Allie Young, 
and other influential Democrats, 
insist upon him for the place. 
Judge Keed is wrapped up in hie 
duties in the circuit oourt and is 
not inclined to seek the honor, but 
Mr. James is willing, it iB said, to 
be one of the delegates at large. 

A boom for him was sturted by 
the First distiiot committee when 
it met at Paduoah in March, and 
now the movement is reoeiviug a 
deoiaed impetus, A telegram from 
Washington says: 

"Democrats of the First oongres 
sional district will present the 
name of Congress man OHie M. 
James to|tbe.State convention as 
■ candidate for delegate at large 
to the national convention.
